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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First it is noted that the applicant has not even 
considered the secondary reference (Motegi) for which some (argued) elements were discusses as being obvious. The applicant argues 
that the Kolls reference is not prior art because it published after the filing of the instant application, this is not correct. The Kolls 
reference is applied under 35 CFR 103 which states that any refererence applicable under one of the sections of 102 can be used in the 
obviousness rejection. The Kolls reference is applicable under 35 CFR 102.e. The applicant argues that Kolls does not used the 
accelerometer to measure vehicle health conditions as claimed. First, an odometer/accelometer measures speed, as the claims define 
vehicle health, vehicle speed is an example of vehicle speed, therefore the odometer/accelermoter does measure vehcile health. 
Additionally, Motegi is cited for teaching the use of a vehicle health condition to address the devices for deliverying dynamically 
addressed messages. The applicant argues that cookies are not group addresses. While under certain situations this may be true, such 
is not the case in the Kolls/Motegi systems. The cookies are used to identify which devices receive the broadcast messages. Thus, in 
this case, cookies are used as group addresses. 
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
